NEW DIRECTOR OF MENTAL 
RETARDATION CENTRE 


ERNEST E. MC COY, Professor of Pediatrics, 
has been appointed Director of the Centre for 
the Study of Mental Retardation, effective 
July 1. The retiring Director, DONALD R. 
CAMERON, Professor of Educational Psychology, 
is to be on sabbatical leave during 1970-71, 
for the purpose of visiting research centres for 
handicapped children in England and Europe. 

Under the joint sponsorship of The 
University of Alberta and the Canadian 
Association for the Mentally Retarded, the 
Centre for the Study of Mental Retardation is 
an interdisciplinary research institute, with a 
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focus on biomedical, psychosocial, and 
educational problems in the field of intellectual 
subnormality. Administrative and staff offices 
for the Centre are located mainly on the second 
floor of the west wing of the Education 
Building. Biomedical facilities for research are 
provided by the Faculty of Medicine in the 
new Clinical Sciences Building. An Advisory 
Board, chaired by MYER HOROWITZ, Professor 
and Chariman of Elementary Education, and 
comprised of representatives from nine 
interested University departments, is 
responsible for formulating guidelines for the 
work of the Centre. 


Under the leadership of Dr. McCoy, it is 


planned that the program of the Centre will 
continue to include both basic and applied 
research, and, as resources permit, exemplary 
clinical services will be developed. In addition, 
for graduate students who are seconded by 
University departments for training, the Centre 
offers opportunities for experience in an 
interdisciplinary research organization. 


CONSTRUCTION REPORT 


According to the July 15 Progress Report 
of the Campus Development Office, the Car 
Park is complete at last. It was taken over by 
the University July 2, subject to completion of 
listed deficiencies. The project was begun in 
May of 1969 to be finished six months later. 

The addition to the Physical Education and 
Recreation Centre was given a preliminary 
inspection two weeks ago and a list of 
deficiencies was given to the contractor to 
finish before a final inspection later this month. 
The work was begun in February, 1969. 

The Central Academic Building is 71 per 
cent complete and work is progressing well. 
The walkway to Cameron Library is in place 
and the walkway to the Engineering Building 
should be completed by mid-August. Present 
completion schedule on the building is 
September 15. 

Both the Basic Medical Sciences Building and 
the Law Centre are slightly behind schedule, 
though in both cases the contractors are hopeful 
of making up the time lost. 

Basic Medical Sciences is 23 per cent 
complete and the Law Centre 27 per cent 
complete, and concrete pouring is in progress 
on both buildings. 

Excavation for the second Car Park is some 
80 per cent complete and piling 30 per cent 
complete. Present construction progress is 
contingent upon dry weather. The structure is 
scheduled to be finished in December, with 
the tennis courts to be completed the following 
spring as weather permits. 


PAVING AND GROUNDS 
WORK BEGUN 


The 1970-71 contract for paving and 
grounds work and landscaping has been 
awarded to Fort Construction Limited. 

Work has commenced this week and is 
scheduled for completion by October 1.
